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COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY. 
IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK 



Columbia University includes both a college and a university in the strict sense of 
the words. The college is Columbia College, founded in 1754 as King's College. The 
university consists of the Faculties of Law, Medicine, Philosophy, Political Science, Pure 
Science and Applied Science. 

The point of contact between the college and the university is the senior year of the 
college, during which year students in the college pursue their studies, with the consent 
.of the college faculty, under one or more of the faculties of the university. 

Barnard College, a college for womfen, is financially a separate corporation ; but, edu- 
cationally, is a part of the system of Columbia University. 

Teachers College, a professional school for teachers, is also, financially, a separate 
corporation ; and also, educationally, a part of the system of Columbia University. 

Each college and school is under the charge of its own Faculty, except that the 
Schools of Mines, Chemistry, Engineering and Architecture are all under the charge of 
the Faculty of Applied Science. 

For the care and advancement of the general interests of the university educational 
system, as a whole, a Council has been established, which is representative of all the cor- 
porations concerned. 

I. THE COLLEGES 

Columbia College offers for men a course of four 
years, leading to the d«^ree~ of Bachelor of Arts, 
Candidates for admission to the college must be at ' 
least fifteen years of age, and pass an examination on 
prescribed subjects, the particulars concerning which 
may be found in the annual Circular of Information. 

Barnard College, founded in 1889, offers for women 
a course of four years, leading to the Degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. Candidates for admission to the 
college must be at least fifteen years of age, and pass 
an examination on prescribed subjects, the particu- 
lars concerning which may be found in the annual 
Circular of Information. 

II. THE UNIVERSITY 

In a technical sense, the Faculties of Law, Med- 
icine, Philosophy, Political Science, Pure Science, 
and Applied Science, taken together constitute the 
university. The.se faculties offer advanced courses of 
study and investigation, respectively, in (a) private 
or municipal law, (4) medicine, (c) philosophy, 
philology and letters, {d) history, economics and 
public law, (e) mathematics and natural science, and 
(/) applied science. Courses of study under all of 
these faculties are open to members of the senior class 
in Columbia College. Certain courses under the non- 
professional faculties are open to women who have 
taken the first degree. These courses lead, through 
the Bachelor's degree, to the university degrees of 
• Mfister of Arts and Doctor of Philosophy. The de- 
gree of Master of I.aws is also conferred for advanced 
work in law done under the Faculties of Law and 
Political Science together. 

m. THE PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS 

The Faculties of Law, Medicine and Applied Sci- 
ence, conduct respectively the professional schools of 
Law, Medicine, and Mines, Chemistry, Engineering 



and Architecture, to which students are admitted as 
candidates for professional degrees on terms prescribed 
by the faculties concerned. The faculty of Teachers 
College conducts professional courses for teachers, 
that lead to a diploma of the university. 

1. The School ok Law, established in 1858, 
offers a course of three years, in the principles and 
practice of private and puHic law, leading to the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Laws. 

2. The Colijke of Physicians and Surgeons-, 
founded in 1807, offers a course of four years, in the 
principles and practice of medicine and surgery, 
leading to the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

3. The School of Mines, established in 1864, 
offers courses of study, each of four years, leading to 
a professional degree, in mining engineering and in 
metalloi^. 

4. The Schools of Chemistry, Engineering 
AND Architecture, setoff from the School of Mines 
in 1896, offer respectively, courses of study, each of 
four, years, leading to an appropriate professional de- 
gree, in analytical and applied chemistry; is civil, 
sanitary, electrical, and mechanical engineering ; and 
in architecture. 

5. Teachers CoujFat., founded in 1888 and char- 
tered in 1889, was included in the University system 
in 1898. It offers the following eourses of study : {a) 
graduate courses leading to ^he higher diploma or 1 1 
the secondary diploma ; ( b) professional courses, each 
of two years, leading to diplomas for teachers and 
supervisors in kindergartens or elementary schools, or 
for specialists in Domestic Art, Domestic Science, Vme 
Arts, Music, and Manual Training; (f) a collegiate 
course of two years, which if followed by a two years' 
professional course, leads to the degree of Bachelor of 
Science. Certain of it&coiuses pay be taken without 
extra charge, by stude^tt^W |^ vi^v^ity in partial 
fulfillment of tb^ rw^^j^jSaj^ts-fotOte degrees of Bach-, 
elorof Atte,']ktd8teti^i^«ad Doctorof Philosophy.
